The codown warrant was given to ge after being signed by 
tierhoff and hended by me to tne buyer, who said me the money 
for one drua (atout 4.326000). after the analysis it proved 
that the soda was of an inferior quality and cortcined only 
45f strength in consequence of which the buyer offered ea lower 
pricee The *Centrosojus", in the person of Marhoff, wanted 
then }I00.00 in liewor the $14-130, but the buyer was offering 
only ke g80 per ton in lieu of k.3I130.00. The dbergaining 
went on for 2 weeks and only on ay I2 an agreement was reached 
at the cost of 1:.985.00 per ton. LMarhoff was im-ediately 
informed of this and approved the transaction.

Wishing to assist my husband, Vladinir Alexandrovich 
Morison, whom the heads of "Centrosojus", a Soviet institution 
under the cover of the British flag, want to accuse of 
embezzling $25.000.00, I consider it my duty to make the 
following statement to show that my husband did not take the 
money and to reveal the real reasons which compelicd him to 
escape from his former colleagues and join the ranks of thite 
emigrants, never to return:~- 

As an honest man, who ‘loves his country, and having 
become convinced how people who call themselves the “Labourers® 
and Peasants’ Government® trample down the people's interests, 
and also how Soviet bureaucrats, who have attached themselves 
to various Soviet institutions in the people’s name, are doing 
their "business", he left them. He had to run away in order 
that they would not take the law into their own hands. With a 
view to explaining all that baypened, I, Adeline Yakovlevna 
Morison, residing ‘at 436 Avenue Joffre, find it necessary to 
give below the history of our 1ife. 

I met my husband in Moscow in 1928 quite accidentally, 
never thinking then that this man would be my saviour, at a time 
when, two months later, I was. threatened with deportation te 
Nerim, ac a Olass enemy of the Soviet Rulers. I ay an 
architect*s daughter aud my first husband was an officer. I 
was retreating with hin with the White troops in Siberia when 
he was killed between Petropavlovak and Choliabinsk. I then 
proceeded, together with many otbo:s, into the interior of 
Siberia and eventually reached Harbin where I remained until. 
1924.Whilst in Harbin I got married a second ‘time; and, having 
obtained permission, we ‘both went te Woscow. wy pustand come 3 
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there at once under the observation of G.P.U., tho per- 
secuted hiw for two years, suvseyquently cruelly doing away 
witn uie family and deporting nim for 10 years, only for 
being a memver vf a wealthy family. I was niding for nearly 
two years under various assumed names, as my fate would 
have been the same were it not for Morison. hen the time 
came that I should at any moment be apprehended, + came to 
him and told him everything; he showed great solicitude 
towards me, protected i for a time from deportation, found 
me work, made me a member of the Union and in about a 
year s time married me. He was taking a great risk then. 
Tre more I got to know Morison, the more I decane convinced 
that he was not like other Soviet workers. He always tried 
to make things easier for others and I noticed, on several 
occasions, how he euffered under the terrible cirocumstaness 
which surround everybody out there. I once told my husband 
that I wanted to run away over the border, but he disadvised 
me to do that. Shortly afterwards, however, he told ms 
that he would try and do so legally. 

In January 19352 my husband V.A.Morison ané I arrived 
in Shanghai where he was appointed to Centrosojus., We came 
from Moscow via Harbin and Dairen, stopping over for half 
a day in Harbin, where my husband had to report at the 
Soviet Consulate. Im Dairen be also visited the Soviet 
Consul according to instructions received. When leaving 
Moscow Morison was appointed to take eharge in the Shanghai 
Branch of Centrosojus of several departmente:- (I) Textile 
(2) Wines (3) Chemical (4) Miscellancous (the sale of glass- 
ware, medicines, gramophone records, ete.) However, after 
having visite? the Harbin Soviet Consulate, he was released 
from having ‘ ee vf 811 other departments except the 
Chemical in view of the speeis. political work with wigh 
he wee entrusted. 

My husband is a Ghemist by >rofession. Two years pric® 
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to going abroad he graduated in Chemistry from the Moscow 
fechnicul School. The term in the Technical School was 3 
years; it was ui antemuwuiary educational instité&tion be- 
tween a school of 2nd grade and a high school. Graduates 
from the Technical School, after a practical course, joined 
the High School. 

We arrived in Shanghai together with one V.1I. Holin, 
a sotton thread specialist, also sent to the Shanghai Cen- 
trosojuse office. He was recalled to U.8.8.R. two nonths 
later i.e. im March 1932 for having got corrupted in the 
bourgeois surroundings and maintained relations with the 
Ghites. on arrival in Shanghai we were met at the wharf by 
the following Centrosujous representatives:- Ivan Wikifir- 
vich Babich, assistant manager of the Tea Departaent, Albert 
Yakovlevich Weinerman, member of the Textile Department, 
Alexander Sergeevich Ribin, also employed by the Centrosojus 
and a specialist in fur and other lines, which I do not 
remeaber. We stopped at the Plasa Hotel in Rue Montauben, 
where we remained for two months. From there we moved inate 
I.N. Babich*’s flat in No.374 Kiangse Road, flat 45, Bank 
Apartaents. Babioh’s flat consisted of 5 Booms, of which 
we occupied one having efoint dining room. Babich was 
officially known to be assistant manager of the Centrosojus 
Tea Department, but did not ccnceal the fact that he had 
charge of more important policial work. In the course of 
conversation with Sergei Semenovich Tseluhoff ~ assistant 
manager of the Dalbank, who was also engaged on political 
work, and was a member of the Dalbank only as a screen, 
Babich said: "You know that I have more important work 
than tea. It ie noteworthy thet Babich’s official pay is 
@.9165.00 whereas actually he drew G.§250.00, hie real pay 
ae well as that vi othes importunt camunist workers not 
being made knom to the generai Centrosojus otaff. We stayed 
with Babich for about « month, shen they sold the flat ea 
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the gpounds that police employees were living in the 
building and they were afraid of being watched, as it 

was difficult, under the circumstances, to engage in cons- 
piracies. The flat had been bought oy Bavich for about 
$700.00, but sold by his wife for $1100.00 to a Ghinese, 
when cost of the valuable articles marked on the list 

were replaced by her with specially purchased cheaper 
articles, Mrs. Babich comes from an ecclesiastical fami- 
ly, she is about 36 years of age, but usually tries to 
appear younger and to conceal her real age. She has been 
a member of the Party since 1919 or 1922 and oftem boasts 
of the fact that she had been shooting Whites herself. 

She is said to have graduated from a Teacher's Institute. 
Mrs. Babich has the reputation of being a "Soviet Nessa- 
lina®; she is found of drinking and being wicked and is 
said to report all those who do not respond to her ad- 
wances of effectivm. Ge keeps her husband in terror ané 
on eccasions, when angry, is known te have loeked him up 
for the whole night in the kitchem. Babich put up with 
it all because his wife knew a iot about his financial 
tricks, thich she could have revealed to the Gommunist 
Party. Mrs. Babich always tried to have the leading part; 
she ané Mre. V.A. Rover, woes husbend was former loeal : 
representative of the Tass News Agency, 19 Museum Road and 
at present 38 Avenues Béwurd VII, were at the head of the 
local Women’s Department. Mre. Babich made efforts te 
inelude me in the Gomaunist nucleus, but I deelined taking 
any pert im active work, giving the excuse that I had te 
ecok myself owing to my husbend’s 111 health and the neod 
ef good foed, to which she always replied: "That is ef ne 
importance, engage a esek®. In her opinien, wives of 
Soviet employees - Party ambers ~- had te help their hus~ 
bunds by watching others and reporting them.just like ether, , 
menbers of the “Section®. : Me 
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men making suggestions that I should work as a menber 
of the "Section", Mrs. Bavich used to say that under those 
circumstances alouc I couse and should make friends with 
the Whites with a view to finding things out. Generally 
Speaking Soviet employees abroad are prohibited from asso- 
ciating with the Whites and all foreigners, as well as to 
read Emigrants newspapers, have clothes made in Emigrants‘ 
shops or buy things in them with the exception of a few 
such as Shainin, for instance, who deals in Soviet goods. 
Other stores allowed to be used were those of Klebanoff, 
Polonaky and a few more. We were also advised to consult 
only sur own doctors such as Dr. 8.8. Ghpiloerg, 49 Nanking 
Road. Room 17, residing at 65 Dennis Apartment, Bubbling 
Well, and Dr. A.A. Shishlo, Hankow Road and Dr. 1.G. Lob- 
zoveky, 7 Peking Road, as Dentist. When ay husband was 
operated on by Dr. Rosensweig, who was not one of our coum 
Physicians, he was reprimanded. 

The other active women of the "Section in addition to 
Mrs, Babich were Mihereva, the wife of A.V. Mihereff, a non- 
party member and a tea specialist. As a result of her re- 
ports on him to the effect that he might get “corrupt® here, 
he was transferred fram Shanghai to London, they said, al- 
though he was innocent of any offence. The wife of Gshanin, 
Secretary of Soviet Embassy, also an ardent manber of the 
“gection®. Ghe was entrusted, apparently om the grounds of 
reports despatched to the Cent-e, to keep an eye on the lives 
of the wives of Soviet employees, #0 as to see which of then 
had got corrupted under the influemee of living abroad as 
the dourgeois class, ste. Nre. Oshanin, in carrying out her 
task, used to visit Soviet wives and openly seareh their 
possessions on the pretezg of sec7e curiesity. Sometines a 
blanket cover or ay other trifle were given as am excuse 
to prevent thie by the omer. [t ie of interest that Mre. 
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L. Oshanin is wife by appointment of the Communist Party, 
Oshanin's real wife and child being in Moscow as evidently 
his former wife was not sufficiently active in Party 
matters. Babich's wife was a cowardly member of the “Sec- 
tion". On one occasion she had to hand a parcel, containing 
secret papers, to one Timofeeff, a Soviet courier, officially 
employed as carge supervizer on Soviet Gommercial Fleet 
steamers. When in ghanghai Timofeeff stays at 10 Hankow 
Road, Mrs. Goversall’s English Boardinghouse. Babich thes 
said to me that she was being followed and asked se te 
take the parcel, but I refused. Next morming Babich teek 
the parcel to the market and passed it on to someome there. — 
Wot so long ago at a meeting held by Soviet wives 
inoluding Mrs. QOshamin, Kovaleff, Weisman, ‘La fanoft, Kem 7 
loff and others - = total of 6 er 9 ~ the eise of ome.

Mesdumes Rover and Babich at one tine kept a watch on Mrs. 
Kovaleff, wife of A.P. Kovaleff, in charge of the Fish 
Departuent of Centrosojus oecause she was taking English 
lessons, whilst ros.uing in Srulevich boarding house, from 
@ man named Ivanoff, I think a lawyer, who was not very 
reliavie and was suspected of being purposely sent by the 
Whites. Ghe was forbidden to continue taking lessons from 
hin. 

Mrs. Kovaleff is a Cossack woman by origin, a Party 
member, very coarse and immoral. At one time ner nam was 
associated with one 8.8. Tseluhoff. During the civil war 
she was in the ranks of the Red Army. 

There are women sembers of the "Gection® awongst the 
Emigrants too; one a Jewess or an Ammenian, 356 years of age, 
was pointed out to me as such; she often leaves Shanghas. 
Heads of the local Soviet institutions who are active mane 
bers carry on extensive work in sorrupting Russian enigrants 
by bribing them, thereby making use of the poverty of one 
kind and lack of scruples of the other. Active members are 
informed of everything that is discussed at any time at the 
meotings of emigrant organizations, whem junior agedits at» |". 
tend under the guise of commission agents. The more preinent ; 
members of these, I remenber, are one Dobrishman, employed - 
by « large foreign firm; he is a Russian Jew and bought 
fish from Centrosojus for that firm through Kovaleff and 
was also on good terms with Babich and Levin, to whom ke 
made extensive presents. Another ardent member of the 
"Section® is one named Sheiiman - the owner of Globe gop 
pany in the Continental Building, Nanking Road. 

The Bmigrants’ Committce is regarded by Soviet agents 
as the most powerful of all «emigrant organisations, whilst 
the newspaper “Slovo*® is considered the most hostile of 
White newspapers, but at tus came time also gonuinely 
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idealistic. It was mentioned that in Harbin, Lembich at 
one time used to receive a subsidy from the Soviet and 
utilised this money to build a country house. When an ar- 
ticle of anti-Soviet nature, appeared, people laughed and 
Baid *they have not been oiled". The Soviet opinion is 
that emigrants will never get united owing to the egoism 
of some and the provocation of others in the pay of the 
Soviet. There are in Shanghai, according to Soviet in- 
formation, over a hundred White emigrants well off finan- 
cially, who only live for their own pleasure and do not 
Contribute towards the military active White organisatiess 
operating in Soviet Russia. Provocatars exist everywhere. 
Qnekists at first always allow the Whites to arrange their 
plans within the territory of U.S.8.R. and then exruslly 
punieh them. Sometimes Ghekists cons méer the guise ef 
refugees frem the concentration easps of exiles ané then - 
begin their provocative work here. 
fhe care Soviet employees have 06 exereies 1s shew 

by the fate wich befell michael Berisovieh Gxeenfelé, whe 
on false report uf a "Sectien® member was reealled ed ¥.8.. 

S.R. supposedly to discuss matters in oommeo tion. ith e eae 
extension of the Textile Depertuent in the, ‘Prengnet a: 
trosojus, of which he had had charge. qnvemrivi “in ‘Wisai- 
vostoek he was arrested ané vas rumoured’ to have. been set.

They 
both receive frequent visits of and have meetings vith 
Chinese communists, many of whom speak Russian well as 
they studied in U.8.8.R. On the occasion of a: vaeit 
to Kosloff’s house I met 2 sueh Chinese and wis iatre- 
duced to them. Kosleff was later reprimanded ‘tex. samme :

My husband used to ask me to leave the 
house about one hour before, without saying any thing, - bat 

I knew very well myself what was happening. On returning 
home I was always prepared that I might find everybesy-

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meetings of the Political Bureau are often held in the 
office during business hours, when important questions 
are decided. Meetings 4re also held on board Soviet 
steamers including Chinese communists when many of the 
latter come as cargo coolies. 

Having refused to go and stay with Babich we took 
up residence at 3 Carter Road, a boarding house, under 
the management of Mrs. Glushkoff. We very quietly there 
and had meals served in our ow room, but still in about 
one and a half montis time we were told to leave the 
place “as it was not considered suitable®. We, Soviet 
employees, were recomsended to live in foreign boarding 
houses such as Mrs. I.Gomsrsall’s at 10 Hankow Beat, 
M-me M. Pasche, 47 Rus Amiral Courbet ané II Yuen Ming 
Yuen Road. Formerly we were not allowed to live im-the 
French Concession at all, but were always atvised te) have “ 
our own homes. We took flat w0.46 at SY6 Kiengse Seed, c 
with the assistance of Babieh, who hed lives 1a- Anat | 
wbuiléing before. We bought our furniture at auctions. 

after we arrived im Shanghai a change tock plase is 
my husband, he became nervous, lest in thought mest ld - 


as much as possible to avoid thes. Fhis Sichatinek tmey 
and they began to wateh him. My husband began te negicest 
his political work. Although he talked little of busi-. is 
ness to me, I knew that Babich especially was a sourse of ‘, 
worry to him after he had prevented Babich and Levin te ; 
steal & large sum of money, veing -interest tren the sale 

of a consignment of glass. The “active grou® thea, der 

creeé te remove Morison, but ahor tly afterverds semsene . 
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the local Party Bureau, my husband and he disagreed. 
Nemudroff came to the tore from amongst factory workers, 
and had previvusly served in the Red Army. At present 

he is working in Tientsin office of the "Bousneft". 

The trouble with Wemudroff began in the following way. 

The Babich couple, who hated my husnand for his revela- 
tions of the fraudulent transactions by Babich and Levin 
entertained Nemudroff and gave hin presents with a view 

to putting him up agginst Morison. Lately they were 
joined in their campaign against Morison by one Efim Ale- 
xeevich Zanegin, a prominent employse of Centrosojus, an 
ambitious, but not very clever wan, mo always wanted to 
be first. His Quarrel with my husband was chiefly due 

to employment competition; he resented Mr. M.N. Markoff's 
good attituac towards sy husband. jugek Watanovioh Markoff 
(a pseudonym) is a Jew, native of Biga or Vilna and a 
professional revolutionary. At one time he was engaged 
in subervise work in Latvia ané was later employed in 
London and Persia, later still holding an important post 
in Turkestan. His wife is Geman and a cinema eperator. 
She went to Noscow recently in connection with eomsunist 
matters. Markoff trusted my husband and sought his eé- 
vice on party matters when he first came. He used to vie 
sit us somtinss on business. My husband aeked me to ge 
out for a walk on those occesions. Upon Markoff’s arrival 
Soviet institutions began being cleared of fairly unreliable 
and insufficiently well classed elements. The following 
wore dismissed:- Grisha Dribensky, one of the eceusations 
against him being that his sister married a wealthy mer- 
chant named Bpstein; Ribin for being an alleged ex Wite 
army officer; Hartman from tho Dalbank gor having @ Gems 
passport in hie possession in addition to the Sovist. 
Several more are still due fo: dismissal. Gabermak is 
holding his position only because there is no substitute 
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available. 

S.S. Tseluhofr is nead of tne Shanghai WMOPR. Last 
year he wert fur Bix months to Moscow with a report. 
Tseluhoff graduated in Moscow after serving in the Red 
Army. He is a member of the loca), “active group" and 
Communist Party. In 1932 whilst residing in the house of 
an Englishwoman in Yu Yuen Road he lived with her} being 
reprimanded in connection with this matter he had ‘to 
change residence. He is known to be, although not ea very 
clever man, an exceptionally reliable and hard worker. 

Ivan H. Babich is a native of Ukraine, he was formerly 
a political instructor in the Red Army. He is a graduate 
of Middle School and went through a diplomatic course of 
the People's Commis3ariat of Foreign Affairs in Moscow. 

He is a member of the active group of Communist Party, and 
a great patriot of Ukraine. Taking advantage of hia po- 
sition, Babich accepts bribes in money, expensive gifts 
such as watches, cigarette cases and pens. After gra- 
duating from the diplomatic course he was appointed Con- 
@ul to Mongolia, but not wishing to go to an isolated spot 
he sought Koslovsky's protection, the latter being rormerly 
Soviet Consul in Shanghai. Babich is fond of boasting of 
his connections. He is under the influence of his wife 
who instigates him to comit service abuses. 

Zanegin comes from the ranks of railway workers; has 
lately been connected with Textile business, but isa not 
much of a worker. His wife comes from a better family 
of Railway people. 

Kosloff is said to be of good class; he graduated 
from the Lazareff Institute of Languages ‘in Moscow and 
prior to coming to Shanghai nad lived ip Harbin. Here 
he is in charge of the Econ:.cic Department. His wife is 
@ promineut communist worker, she speake Ghinese but 
conceals the fact. It ia «611 that she was, when in 
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Harbin, connected with Chinese Comuiunists in Party work. 

Lifanorr i8 al6S0 a graduate of tne Lazareff Insti- 
tute vy Eastern Languages and is a reiiavle comaunist 
worker. 

Yakimenko comes from a family of industrials of 
small category. He studied in Moscow. Here he is an 
assistant in the Timber Department and a member of the 
Bureau. ; 

Kovaleff comes from a family of fishermen. He was 
@ Commissar in the Red Army. He graudated from the Tea- 
chers' Insitute in Moscow and was working in connection 
with food supplies. At first he took an important part 
in Party matters locally, but his position was undermined 
as a result of disagreement with Levin. 

Levin, according to his om statement, is a former 
printer and book-binder. He has bee engaged in subversive 
work in Harbin and later connected with Centrosojus is 
Mhanghai. After leaving Shanghei he has now lived for 
3 years in Moseow, where he has a home im which his mother 
resides. He will not return to Shanghai. 

Bveryone of the Soviet employees, evan a non-Party 
menber, is cumpelled to da some wrk of other in'the in- 
terests of the Soviet, sometines even being ignorant of 
the fact such as making casual enquiries, eto. 

During the past few months Markoff's attituie to- 
wardo my husband changed because of the latter standing 
aside in Party work and as a result of the intrigues 
againet him by Babich and Zanegin. Markoff evidently had 
offered him to returm to U.8.8.R. to give oxplanatiuns, 
but then the mattor seomed dropped. The last two months 
my husband was very nervous, 05 if he feared something 
and the last few days he was in a terrible state, eome 
constant fear purguing him. I once hinted taat I noticed 
what vas happening with him arc he then replied that.he ., 
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would gladly run away, but wav afraid of them, as they, 
the beasts, gave him no peace. 

On May 19, 1933, I was waiting for my husband to 
come back from his English lesson; he was studying in a 
group at Centrosojus, 2 Peking Road, with Miss Fletcher. 
The group included my husband, Kovaleff, Bykoff and Ribin. 
At 8 peu. he was not back. I waited for him till 9.15p.me 
and decided that he must have been detained on business. 
It was raining so I took his coat to him. When I came up 
to Centrosojus I found it all in darkness and closed; z 
then went to the Garden, which he often frequented, but 
did not find him there citber. I again waited for him 
until 2 a.m. and then feeling very nervous and almost go=- 
ing crazy, I went to Kovaleff and woke him up. He told 
me to be calm saying that my husband was probably either 
at Markoff's or at the Centrosojus. I eventually eusceeded 
in persuading him to accompany we to Centrosojus; we woke 
up the Boys and they said that my husband had left following - 
Kovaleff about 8 p.m. We then phoned Markoff although it ie 
was after 2 ».c. and were told that he was not at home.

I then got hysterical and in 
this state screamed that they had killed my husband and 
that was why they refused to show me his letter, which he 
had probably written prior to his death. Markoff approa- 
ched me and waving hie hand before my face shouted: "If 
you are not quite mad yet we will make you so and you 

will be Quiet then®. I was led away from Markoff*s office 
by force and brought home in Kiangse Road accompanied by 
Yakimenko, Moiseeff and someone elec in the Centrosojus 
car. This happened about 12 noon of 1 p.m. From ner- 
vousnese my left leg and arm got numb. I was given a 
bath and then put into bed. Latter on Mrs. Zancgin, Weis- 
man, Kovaleff and Bykoff cams to see me and trying te 
comfort said that I shoulé get calm and go to Viadivesteck. 
They also said: “He is @ scoundrel, don’t you see, you 
will meet him there and have it out". I got hysterical 
again. I could not delieve that my husband had left for 
Viladivostock as there was no steamer going there and he 
could not have gone by any other way. I again recalled 
my husband's recent state of depression. The fact that 
they refused so persistently to chow me the letter seemed 
only to emphasise that something had happened to him. I 
got frightened at the mere thought of it and said that 
until I see that letter myself and will mot be convinced 
that my husband really went to Vladivostock I will not ge 
anywhere. They continued to say *We assure you that he 
has left for-Vladivostock and you mist go there immediately®. 
I refused to do so until I saw that letter. They wont ; 
away at that leaving me with only two of the women: 
(Moiseeff, Markoff's secretary and a Party worker) ‘ama 
Bykoff. These two remained vith se until late at night, 
Om Monday, May 22, I went to ses Markoff again, at 
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Centrosojus, and told him that I would not go te Via- 
divostock until I am shown that letter. He got angry 
again and striking the table with his fists shouted at 
me that tic letter wes not for me and he will not show 
it. I then again told him I won't go anywhere and will 
try and find out by other means wy husband's whereabouts, 
mot believing that he has gone to Viadivostock. 

The same thing happened again, Markoff swore and I was 
finally led away from his office into that of Mrs. Moi- 
eceeff (the Secretary), when soon after almost all ay 
husband's colleagues came in there. I told them that 
Markoff*s ané their behaviour made me think that they 
haé@ done something te my husband, or else they loekel 
him up Somewhere prior to being sent away, if not rilieé 
already. I also added that I would ascertain myself as 
to where they got him to. They became alamed then and 
began te calm me. I was called again inte Narkeff*s é 
office when he promised to chow mo the words in the letter 
Which would prove te me that he (my husbané) realig left. 
Having calmed down semevhat, I agreed to wait until the 
letter was brought, as they said, fzem the Bubasey. I 

wae sent meanuhile te the house of Serebreff aceenyenics 
by Mr. & Mrs. Moieceff ené Mr. Kevaleff. Serevreff cans 

im shortly ané wrought the letter. it lesked a long 

ome - about 2-5 sheets - but was rolled up so that I 
could only ses the words °I have gone back®.

about 8 p.m. May 22. (I forgot tw mention that om Sunday, 
May 21, I lay all day ill in bed). During that time from 
morning to night almost everyone of the Centrosojus em- 
ployees and their wives came to sce me expressing their 
sympathy, Consoling me and packing up my things for the 
journey to Vladivostock. The Moiseeff couple stayed 
with me until 10.30 p.m. when three more men came in

Yaki- 
menko came alone into my room and said: °I want to talk 
to you".

It is the usual custom of 
the Ghekists to *blacken® the character of the person who 
leaves them. , 

I firmly trust that the Court and the Russian and 
Poreign Public will understand and acquit my husband, who 
ie not a criminal as the Comunists are trying to make 
him out, but a lomg suffering human being, who, al though 
rather late, has understood the peril for Russia and the 
whole of humanity of Soviet cemmunist rule and teaching. 
Ne has consequently broken away frem the past associations 
om the grounds ef real convicties.

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MEMORANDUM ON V.A. MORISON AND HIS CASE AGAINST THE \

SNiedinir Alexandrov itch Morison, Soviet citisen of 
Jewish origin, born 1901 at Kiev. He first came to 

the notice of the Municipal Police in Jamary, 1958, follow- 
ing his errival in Shanghai from Dairen together with his 
wife, Mre. A. Ya. Morison. He is reported to have 
graduated in Chemistry from the Moscow Technical School in 
1929 or 1930. In Shanghai he was appointed manager of 

the Chemical Department of the local branch of the 
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c trosojue (England), L@., No. 2 Peking Rost. Following 
‘their arrival in Shanghai the Morison couple resided at 

the Plaza Hotel for about two months, after which they 
removed to Flat 65, Bo. 374 Kiangsi Roaf. This filet 

they shared with I. HN. Babitch, essistent manager of the 
Centrosojus. In the agian of May, 1933, they went 

to live at Ho. 3 Carter Road, from which addrese they scon 
removed to Flat 44, No. 374 Kiengei Road where they resided 
until the time when Morison decided to sever his connections 
with the Centrosojus. 

Barly in the morning of May 19, 1953, Mrs. Morison 
ceme to the Central police station and reported that her 
luebend had been missing since the evening ef May 18. 

From her statement to the prese made at a later date it 
appears that she did so being under the impression that 
something untoward had happened te her husbend and that 

the leceal Soviet authorities haf something te do with the 
effair. It seems also that her ection im reporting the 
matter to the police sroused the indiguation of Hr. H. 5. 
Markoff, manager of the local trench of the Centresojus, 
ané that efforte were made by rims immediately te place 
Mrs. Morison on board a Soviet steamer, which was seheduled 
to leave Shanghai for Viedivostock within a few days. 


Mrs. Morison, however, refused to obey Markoff*s order 
pending some definite inform-tion regarding the whereabouts 
of her lwsband, and on May 235 secretly removed to Ho. 436 
Avenue Joffre. 

On May 24,-Mr. Markoff reported at the Central 
police station that V. A, Morison had abdsconded taking 
with him the sum of $25,000., property of the Centrosojus. 

Wothing wes heard of Morison until June 135 when 
he came to the Central Police station and stated that while 
in Hankow he had learned from newspapers of the charge of 
misappropriation brought against him by Markoff end that, 
therefore, he had returned to Shanghai in order te 
surrender to the police and rehabilitate himself in 
connection with the charge referre@ to above. He also 
etated that while in Emkow he ha@ taken out emigrant’s 
Papers. 

Morison was brought before the Ghanghai Special 
District Court on June 16 om a charge of misepproyriaticn. 
The case wes remanded until June £8 when he was soquitted. 

The reasons why Merisen so suddenly severed hie 
connections with the Gentrosojue and repudiated his Seviet 
citizenciip are not eleser. The management ef the 
Centrosojus were unable te prove their allegation regarding 
Morivsos having misappropriated their mong and, en the 
other hand, Merison’s general attitude towards the 
CGentrosejus during the whole pericd fellowing hie epen 
breach with that concern contradicts hie declaration that 
im breaking hie relations with the Centresejus ani beceming 
an emigrant he was inspired dy motives ef a pelitical 
sature. 

Im the intwofuctory par: of Merisen’s statement, 
which he mafe te detectives of the Central police statien 


em June 15 ( Sppendiz “ A“), os well as in Mire. Morisen’s 
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atatement to the press on June 20 (Appendix " B "), their 
endervours to represent the whole affair as a purely 
political one, are evident. According to them, Morison 
was charged with a certein secret political work in 
Shanghai, which he was reluctant to carry oute He also 
came into conflict with certain employees of the Centro- 
sojus on account of his opposition to their dishonest 
handling of business transactions to the @etriment of 
the interests of the Soviet government. Therefore, he was 
first made the subject of persecution on the part of 
Markoff and finally was ordered to returmm to the US&R 
where, he was sure, a severe punishment capeoted him solely 
on the strength of the accusations made against him by his 
enemies. Consequently, he refused to obey the order 
and, as a revenge, a falee criminal charge was brought 
againet him by the Centrosojus in order to blacken his 
character. The nature of the secret political work, with 
which Morison was entrusted, was described in his statement 
in wery vague terms. Nowever, he stated that he was 
prepared to make a detailed statement on the general working 
of the Soviet organizations, if his safety was guaranteed. 
As soon as members of the Special Branch were 
allowed to interview Morison, the matter of the statement 
he intended to mke was taken up, but he showed a stubborn 
reluctance to discuss the subject. At first he demanded 
@ guarantee thst a visa would be granted to him to enable 
him to proceed to a certain country. Hie next exicuse was 
that he had been advised by a certain party to keep his 
moth shut. Finally, he said that he was under no 
obligs tion whatever to supply to the police any information 
on the subject in question. After much reasoning he was 
persueded to make a statement on what he knew about the 


alleged political activities of the local branch of ths 
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Centrosojus and their individual employees. However, 
after thie statement had been taken from him verbatim in 
the course of two interviews during the period of his 
detention (June 25 and 26 respectively), he refused to 
sign it. 

The statement consisted of informetion of « general 
character and of details of various Soviet employees* 
past life, which may or may not be true. It did not 
contain a single fact of interest, which could be verified 
or serve as a starting point for investigation. The 
following detail shows how much this stetement could be 
relie@ upont- 

On being asked if agents of the Comintern of the 
Woulens type were in comtect with local Soviet employees 
engaged in secret political work, Morison replied in the 
affirmative and eddea that on one cccasion I. B. Babitch, 
when hastily leaving the premises of the CGentresojus, said 
that he had to keep an eppointssent with Houlens whe was 
waiting for him in the Publie Gardens. Askeé@ if he 
coulaé remember the @ate, Merisen, after seme Geliberaticn, 
replied that he was certain it was late during the autum 
of 1938. It will be recalled thet Houlens was arrested 
on June 15, 1951, and that Moris arrived in Shanghai 
om Jarmary 16, 1958. 

Following his sequittal en June 28, 1038, Mericen 
put aside the matter of the “revelations” and paid his 
full attention to the business side of the affair. 
According to his ows stetement, he sent ebeut the midéle 
of July, through his legel adviser, a letter te the 
meneger cf the Centresejus, wich cantained a demand to 
return him the au ef @.§11,6°:0 and £700-0-8, whieh, he 
alleged, hed been unlawfully teken away fran his heuse ty

On August 21 Morison’s letter to the Editors of leeal 
Russian newspapers was published in which he ridiculeé Markeff‘'s 
statement to the press on the subject of the activities of the 
Centrosojus. The letter (Appendix °C°) aleo contained a 
series of allegations of a very serious nature regarding the 
subversive political activities of employees of the local 
branch of the Centroso jus. With the exceptica of e statemsanat 
to the Chinese press made by Markoff on September 2, in whieh 
he denied the allegations regarding the political activities 
of the Centrosojus, no action was taken by that concers against ; 
Morises in connection with the mattere

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This he did in order to ensure what he termed °an 
impartial trial® of nis case un :ainst the Centrosojus, as he 
was under the impression that certain Chinese officials had 
failen under the influence of that concerme 

Another item of interest relating to the same period 
is the incident which occurred shortly after midnight of 
October 19-20, when some mysterious person, alleged to be a 
Russian, penetrated into the room occupied by the Mérison 
couple at No.362 Avenues @u Roi Albert. On veing discovered 
the intruder made good his escape, sever@l revolver shots 
fired at him by Morison having missed their target. According 
to Morison, it was an attempt on the part of the local Soviet 
agents either to assassinate him or to steal certain documents 
compromising the Centrosojus. 

Morison filed an appeal against the judgment of the 
Shamghai Special District Court above referred to. The 
hearing of the appeal commenced in the Second Breach Kiangse 
High Court on November 27 and was continued on Decesber 8, 
after which it was for various reasons edjourned for tadefinite 
periods on several occasions. It was during this period that 
information was received indicating the existence of secret 
negotiations between Morisom and representatives of the 
Centrosojus with a view to the settling of the matter outside 
the court. Apparently, these negotiations resulted in an 
agreement having been reached and, consequestiy, Morises 
withdrew his appeale 

Although mo details of this agreement ere eveilable, 
it is understood that on the condition that Merises weulé

There are good reasons to delieve that Morisen’s 
decision to sewer his connectic13 with the Centresejus was a 
cutcames of a series of quarrels bstween him end his former 
eelleagues over money “earnedé® vy -hem om certain business 
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trunsactions. There also seems to vce very little room for 

doubt that throushout the whole period of his controversies 

with the Centrosojus Morison has been guided exclusively by 
motives of personal interest, which have nothing to do with 
his alleged disillusionment in the Communist doctrines. 

As it was already mentioned, Morison at various times 
during the period from June 15 to October 20, 1953 made 
altogether five statements:- two to the Municipal Police, one 
to the press and two to the Chinegze Miiitary Authorities. The 
statement to the press (Appendix "C®) is, perhaps, of more 
interest than the remaining four, insofar as it includes the 
main points contained in his other statements and also because 
it may be assumed that while openly making serious allegations 
regarding the subversive political activities of the employees 
of the local branch of the Centrosojus, Morison was prepared 
to take full responsibility for his words,

communist party disguises its activities. The majority 
of the employees of the local branch of the Ceatrosojus 
were eppointed by the Bureaz of Foreign Communist Gells, 
Moscow, directly subordinated to the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party.

being of no importance. In addition to their legitimate 
cocupation the majority of the employees of ths Centrosojus 
are engaged in secret political work in China on behalf of 
the communist party.

suspicion and espionage prevailed and the possibility was 
ebhoured to be ordered to return into the Soviet pomiédise.

Financial and Material Support for Chinese Red Armies. 


The following is a translation of the second 


report submitted by V.A. Morrison, a former employee of the 
local Branch of Centrosojus, to the Chinese Military 


authorities:- 


In compliance with a decision of the Bureau of 
Finance of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
the .S.S.R. made on October 26, I9SI on the subject of 
work in foreign countries, all funds for the support of 
Communist organizations in eountires of the Far Bast (Ghina, 
Javan and Korea) are to be transferred, nit by certain 
trustworthy firme as had been done hitherte, but direet to by 
the representatives of-the Chinese communist organisations. 
This new system has been applied to Chima sinse 

the end of 1932. The great lapse of time between the date ; 
of the decision ef the Central Committee of the Communist = -. 
Party of the U.8.8.R. and the date of ite enforcement is aus: 4 
to the fect thas the Chinese communist organizations, gash - 

es the Chinese Communist Party in the sovietises regiéae 
have not been able to neminate, within the time designated, 
the revresentatives to whom more or lese large sums of 
money might be entrusted. The delay in ths selection ef 
representatives by the Chinese communist ormgesisations 
was due to the fect that the decision of the Buseas of 
Vinance of the Gentral Committee of the Gemmuniat Pexgy'e > 
the .8.5.". stipulates that all respemsibility for Cod 
remittance of funds to their destination ehmll fall <- 
directiy on the secretary-general of the Cuiaese Sanam a 
Party. This condities is being iusieted upen wot ies ee 
the fect that a certain eum of money dest iuad fer. the 
Japanese Communist Party and whieh was to have been remitted 


at 
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misa>oropriated by the man who later sought refuge in the 
Pniliosine Islands. 

Marly in the month of Aoril, a sum made up of gold 
@33.000, Mex. $45,000 and Yen 25,000 wa» remitted to the Chinese 
Communist Party through the intermediary of N.F. Mikhailoff, 

a representative of Centrosojus. The largest portion of this 
money was destined for the “red* regions in China. N.F. 
Mikhailoff proceeded to Tientsin carly in April for this 
purpose. The official object of his journey was to attend to 
the sale of a stock of U.S.S.R. cotton thread. Shortly before 
the voyage of Mikhailoff to Tientsin, a person named Sereguine, 
manager of the Tientsin branch of Centrosojus, asrived in 
Shanghai (February,I93S) to inform him that the representatives 
of the Chinese soviet regions were expected at Tientsin early 
in Aoril. Another person named Saneguine, an employee of the 
local branch of Centros2jus, was sent to Tientsin early in 
April to secure information from the Chinese about the emeunt 
they required. The object of his journey was at that time 
stated to be the sale of U.S.S.R. textile preducts. 

Upon his arrival in Shanghai, Sereguine, stated that 
an interview could be arranged with the representatives of the 
Chinese Communist Party at Tientsin in the premises of the 
Chihli Trading Co., a firm which ie working fer the sale of 
U.8S.S.R. textile products, but after the Journey to Tientsin, 
it was found that an interview could be held only et the 
office of the branch of Centrosojus. It was at thie place 
where Mikhailoff actually met the Chinese comsuniste in =e 
question end handed to them the amounte indicated above. : ‘ 
It 1s to be noted that in addition to the sume remitted te tig: 
reoresentatives of the Chinese Communist Party by Makai res? 5: ee 
Seneguine also handed to them a sum of Mex. $28,000. 


757 of the amounts handed to the Chinese by 
Sanesuine as well as by Wikhailoff consisted of forged 
banknotes of the Bank of Communications. These banknotes 
had been imoorted into Shanghai on. board a soviet steamer 
which arrived in Shanghai with a cargo of U.S.S.R. petroleum 
in February, 1933. 

It seems that Mikhailoff did not hand the fell 
amount of gold $33,990 to the reoresentative of the Chinese 
Communist Party because he did not want to arouse suspicion 
through the appearance of such a large amount of American 
dollars in the soviet regions. About gold $15,000 (all 
counterfeit) were taken back to Shanghai by Mikhailoff and 
handed to the deputy manager of the local bmanch of the 
Dalbanque in the name of Tsaloohoff (Tselouknoff). 

This last named is the special agent for the distribution of 
money destined for secret work in China. In I932, thie man 
made a voyage to Moscow to formulate a plan for the 
distribution of secret funds for the year I933. 

At about the same time, money was remitted to the 
Central Committee of the Shanghai Branch of the Chinese 
Communist Party. This took place not long after the 
arrival in Shanghai of Valdwann, reoresentative of the 
Vnechtorg (foreign commerce of the U.8.3S.R.) This 
person was formerly a procurator of Moscow who is eat present 
directing, for the time being, the Japanese and Korean 
Sections of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
the U.S.3.R.

At the close of the meeting, Tsaloohoff, on the 
orders of Waldmann, handed Dunn a sum of Mex. $12,000 
and Yen 15,000. The official reason for this meeting 
was given out ae the opening of negofiations for the 
sale of the products of the Soyusneft. 

after the return of Waldmann to Tientsin, he 
had another meeting with Markoff, Tzaloohoff, Merrison 
ané a Chinese nameé Kai Ho who works in the economics 
Gepertment of the local branch of Centrosojus and who 
speaks Russian. (This Chinese is short and thin and 
Rooks like a Jmpanese ). Little was discussed at this 
weetings it was simply pointed out that the werk done 
at Tientesin wae insufficient. There was a shortage 
of funds and large sums were required for the intensification 
of the prepaganée in this city. Waléwann premised to 
bring forward this question upon hie return to Moscow.

"In one part of the statement made ty "Mokorr®, 
he said °The Soviet Russia Co-operative Company is the 
central federation of the esien Production and 
Consumption Mutual Aid Sooiety. The work of this 
Co-operative Company is beneficial to Great Britain 
as well as to China‘. There are many errors in 
his statement. I can prove that this Co-operative 
Company has conducted many secret activities in 
China and other places because not long ago, I was 
in charge of the Import and Export Department of this 
Co-operative Company. 

"according to "Mokoff*, the object of the Caspany 
is to promote trade between China and Russias aif that 
the Company is a Soviet Trust Orgamisation, that for 
the past ten years, the trade between China and 
Russia has been in favour of China. Mokoff* supports 
this statement ty citing a report of the China 
Zoonomic Magazine which says that the export of 
Chinese goods to Russia exceeded the import of Russian 
goods into China during the period 1923 - 1926. 

Teis is a most ridiculas statement. I would like to 
ask “Mokoff® where he had db-ained this ine and 
why had he not publiahed these f 3 of Sino-Russo 
trade in his record of the work his Go-cperative 
Company. His own commercial report shouhd de more 
reliable than all other reports.

Y.A. MORISON, ex-Soviet citizen - now citizen 


of U.S.A-. was born in 1901 in Kiey of Jewish 
parents. He first came to the notice of the 
Municipal Police in 1932 following his arrival 

in Snanghai from Dairen in company with his wife 
Adelina Yakovlevwna MORISON. At the time of his 
first arrival in Shanchai he was in possession of 
Soviet passport No.8173 issued in Moscow on 
December 8, 1931. 

Moris-n. a chemist by profession, was sent 
from Moscow ostensibly to take over the manage rship 
of the chemical department of wafeptrosojus", 
centre of communist activity in Shanehai which then 
operated at No. 2 Peking Road. In actual fact his 
his task was of a political nature which involved, 
among other duties, the necessity of keeping 
observation over the activities of other Soviet 
agents in China. 

Approximately a year after his arrival in 
Shanchai Morison quarrelled with his Soviet 
en-employees at —Centrosojus* who, satisfied neither 
with business dealings nor with his political 
activities, desired to have him sent back to Moscow. 
In order to avoid compulsory expulsion he fled to 
Hankow but soon returned in order to rehabilitate 
himself following charges of misappropriation 


preferred against him by “Centrosojus". Morison, 
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in turn, instituted charges of faise accusation 


against “Centrosojus"; both charges, however, were 
eventually dismissed by the Shangnai Special 
District Court. 

Shortly after the trial an attack, alleged 
to have been an attempt at assassination, was made 
upon Mrerison who. however, escaped unharmed and 
svbsequently stated that his assailant, who was 
not arrested, was a Russian in the employ of 

*Centrosojus". 

Merison’s next move was to institute civil 
proceedings against "Centrosojus”, but when this 
firm offered to pay him certain compens&tion, he 
agreed to drop the case and leave Shanghai. 

In Nowember. 1935, leaving his wife in 
Shanghai. Morrison left for Paraguay.” where he is 
reported to have travelled in a conmercial capacity 
on behalf of his brother. a UeS. citizen. In 
1938 and again in 1939, he paid short visits to 
@nanghai. on the first occasion stating that he 
was acting on behalf of his brother's firm; the 
“Keystone Readers’ Service® of San Franciseo. 

His visit in 1939 which was only of a few days 
avuration, he desired for some reason, to keep secret 
and though he is known to have visited his wife 

she, nevertheless. denied his presence in Shanghai.
